Alberta’s Forest Fires 


During Past Season Province Suffered 
Rather Lightly. 

Statistics compiled at the cfiice of 

the forestry branch shew thet Alberta j 


suffered rather lightiy through cc 
fires during the past season. ‘The 
situation may be sunimarized as fol- 
lows: There were reported 421 fires; 
the expenditure for fighting them was 
655,000 and the estimated damage is 
approximately $66,000. ‘This does 
not include forest fires occurring: in 
Dominion parks. Of the 421 fires 
221 were caused by railways, 62 by 
campers, 58 by settlers, and 60 by 
various miscellaneous agencies such 
as lighting, smokers, sawmills, ete. 
{n the case of 20 of these fires it was 

impossible to determine the cost. 
Tt is interesting to note that only 
205 fires were reported during the 
summisr of 1919, but the damage to 
limber and cost of fire fighting were 
many times higher than during the 
season just passed. Of the 295 fires 
in 1919, 225 were caused by rathways 
and 15 by campers. The figures 
show a rather alarming increase in the 
nurnbee of fires started by eines! 
and those people who make tse of the 
forest reserves for camping and fish- 
ing {rips are earnestly warned to ex- 
ercise every caution to prevent the Gl 
enpe of fire.

Nears Three Millions. 


Statistics for the province of On- 
tario estimate the population for 1919 
as 2,837,425, an increase of 1.4 per 
cent. over that for the preceding year. 
The cities have 39 per cent., the towns 
5.2 per cent. and the rural municipali- 
tics 55.7 per cent. of the population, 

The Ontario births showed a de- 
crease of 1,955, even though number- 
ing 62,774. There were nearly 6,000: 
more female than male births. 

The number of deaths registered 
in 1919 was 34,010 which is 9,028 
fewer than the preceding year. The 
ratio per 1,000 population has fallen 
from 15.3 in 1918 to 11.9 in 1919 for 
Ontario.

Bank Clearings In Alberta Show 
Steady Increases, 

Business conditions in Alberta dur- 
ing 1920 are reflected in the bank 
clearing returns of the two leading 
cities—Calgary and Edmonton. Fach 
shows a substantial increase in these 
figures over those of the preceding 
year, In Calgary it is more than 
$83,000,000, the total clearings for the 
year amounting to 438,073,277 against 
$355,011,589 in 1919; while in Edmon- 
ton the gain is $62,000,000, the year’s 
clearings aggregating $295,273,849 as 
compared with $233,066,784 for the 
previous year, Every year these re- 
turns show a steady advance. This 
year it has been maintained despite a 
lowering of the price of farm produce.

Excise Revenue Jumps 


Increase Largely Due to Income 
From the War Tax Stamps. 

An increase of nearly $8,000,000 in 
the excise revenue of the Dominion, 
inclusive of the war tax collected by 
the Department of Inland Revenue, 
for the month of November is shown 
in the official revenue statement for 
that department just issued. The in- 
crease was due almost wholly to the 
larger revenue derived from war tax 
stamps, the sum accruing from this 
source being slightly under ten mil- 
lion dollars. Excise tax collections 
on tobacco for the month yielded $2,- 
601,353, while the amount brought In 
by the tax on spirits was $474,144, 
Other collections brought the purely 
excise revefue for November up to
